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THE ATLANTA THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 
FOUNDATION 


A number of years ago, our denomination 
maintained a Seminary in Atlanta for the training 
of ministers of our area. During the early part 
of the century it turned out a steady stream of 
trained men for service among the churches. Un- 
fortunately, in the late 1920’s, a declining student 
body and financial reverses led to the decision to 
close the school and transfer its financial and 
charter rights and responsibilities to a corporation 
which would initiate its work at Nashville, Tenn., 
in cooperation with the School of Religion of Van- 
derbilt University. So, the Atlanta Theological 
Seminary Foundation came into being. 


Even though the transfer of the Seminary re- 
moved it from the center of its service area, 
churches here and throughout the country have 
continued to share in its benefits. No small num- 
ber of our outstanding ministers were helped in 
their theological preparation by financial grants 
from the Foundation. Several have stayed in the 
South to lend their strength to Southern Congre-- 
gationalism - Carl Dollar, Arnold Slater, David 
Shepherd, and Lowell Smoot, to name only a few. 
The churches of our country owe much to the 
Foundation and the leaders who have been respon- 
sible for its functioning. The Foundation receives 
no financial assistance from the Boards or Depart~- 
ments of the national denomination, and is de~ 
pendent upon gifts and grants of groups, congre- 
gations, and individuals concerned with educating 
and training students for the ministry in the Con- 
gregational Christian Churches. 


Because of our present desperate need for more 
trained ministers and the great advance evidenced

among our churches, the Atlanta Theological Sem- 
inary Foundation becomes increasingly important 
in the total program of our Fellowship. According- 
ly, the Board of Directors of the Foundation have 
been seeking ways to strengthen its position and 
increase its usefulness to the churches. The Van~ 
derbilt School of Religion administration and 
faculty have been most cooperative and helpful. 
At the present time two Congregationalists are on 
the staff: Dr. Wm. Kendrick Grobel and Dr. Nels 
Ferre’. The administrative head of the school, 
Dean John K. Benton, serves as a member of the 
Board of Directors. 


At the last Annual Meeting of the Foundation, 
the Board of Directors was enlarged to include a 
majority of the members of the Board of Directors 
of the Southeast Convention. While continuing to 
serve the nation as a separate corporation, the 
Foundation has now become the special concern 
of the Southeast Convention - its people and its 
churches. Circular Church, Charleston, S. C., and 
Pilgrim Church, Chattanooga, Tenn., have long 
been contributors to this important work and it 
is hoped that all churches will include the Foun- 
dation in their yearly benevolent budgets. 


In February, the Executive Committee will be 
meeting in Nashville to discuss certain changes in 
the By-Laws of the Foundation and a plan for 
increasing the effectiveness and support of its 
work. 


The Foundation fills an important place in our 
educational program and is worthy of our every 
consideration and wholehearted support.

For the past several months, I’ve been carry~- 
ing two “little black books” in two different pock- 
ets.

Many of you have had to wait until I found the 
right book which somehow always seemed to be 
in the wrong pocket. Well, now that confusion is 
ended for the other day I put my 1953 “Standard 
Diary” to rest in the drawer on top of all the other 
“little black books” of other years. But before I 
did, I couldn’t help but thumb through its pages 
and do a bit of happy reminiscing. 

January second found me sitting behind a 
strange desk, in a strange office, in a strange 
city, reading over a list of strange churches with- 
in a strange area comprising a part of six states. 
But the strangeness didn’t last long. A very effi- 
cient Registrar and Assistant Treasurer, Mrs. Al- 
bright, gave me a working knowledge of office 
routine and churches throughout the Convention. 
Carl Dollar and Loretta Petersen gave me an ap- 
preciation of the teamwork of the staff, and visit-- 
ing ministers as well as Tom Anderson “upstairs” 
assured me of a friendly welcome. That all seems 
like such a long, long time ago! And indeed it 
is - not in terms of days, perhaps, but certainly 
in terms of experience and fellowship. 

During those first days and months it was a 
constant joy to visit each new congregation and 
know the warmth of a sincere welcome. It gave 
me an unending thrill to see the stirrings of a 
great advance and the challenging possibilities for 
growth and service. The Board of Directors and 
the Staff began to plan and work toward strength- 
ening our Convention organization and before 
long a new Constitution began to take shape. 

Then, in May at the Annual Meeting of the 
Convention in Pilgrim Church, Chattanooga, we 
passed the first milestone.. The new organization 
was voted into existance. Now we were in posses~- 
sion of a great tool for increasing the effective- 
ness of our work, for insuring the free and demo- 
cratic procedures so important in our Congrega- 
tional Christian polity, and for developing leader. 
ship throughout the Convention. Four Commit- 
tees came into being and began at once with 
vision and determination to assume the responsi- 
bilities within their particular sphere - Ministry 
and Churches, Survey and Church Aid, Christian 
Education and Youth Work, and Evangelism, Ste- 
wardship and Missionary Education. Throughout 
the Convention there developed an expectant atti- 
tude, an eager participation. “We Would Be Build- 
ing” was not just a slogan but a divine impera- 
tive, and throughout the Convention we began to 
build. 

Through the pages of the Southeast News we 
have shared our experiences and concerns, and all 
who have read its news items, articles, and edi- 
torials from month to month are well aware of 
the great forward movement at work among all 
our churches. 

As I scanned the pages of 1953, I remembered 
people, places, churches, and special events which

have so greatly enriched my life, and I gave thanks 
that it has been my good fortune to be part of it 
all. You remember that I had hoped to visit every 
church this first year - well, I didn’t quite make 
it. Nearly 40,000 miles of travel enabled me to 
visit 104 of our churches in every part of the 
Convention. Maybe the days that are ahead will 
provide the needed time to achieve the goal. 

All that happened in 1953 was due to our united 
efforts. It takes more than a Superintendent or 
a Board of Directors, or inspired committees to 
do the job; it takes the cooperative efforts of ev- 
ery member of every church. We have shared the 
vision and the task, and we have known the 
joy of participation in the great Christian Adven- 
ture. It’s been a wonderful year - and were it not 
for the promise of even more wonderful things 
to come during 1954 I’d be sorry to close the drawer 
on 53’s “little black book.” 

But another year is before us, waiting for our 
Christian devotion, duty, and service to make 
1954 an even greater year in the history of the 
Southeast Convention than was 1953. So let us 
say a prayer of thanks for the old year that is 
gone and a prayer for vision and strength and 
courage that we may be worthy of the new.

From Birmingham Miss Doidge went on to 
Fiske University in Nashville and to visit churches 
in Tennessee and Kentucky, among them the 
Crossville, First Church. 

She has spent the past year traveling abroad 
visiting in forty different foreign mission fields, 
going with the thought in mind to answer the 
question: “Does it make a difference if people are 
Christians?” 

Miss Doidge had saved for 25 years for this 
trip, and she returned home. with the conviction 
that it DOES make a vast difference when people 
are Christians. :

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A Meditation For The New Year 


THE QUEST 


By Erston M. Butterfield 


Of all the seasons of the year, this is the most 
holy. With glad hearts and expectant spirits we 
joined with the shepherds and the wise men in 
their journey to Bethlehem. And once again we 
found the King and our hearts were filled with 
the warmth and love of the Baby Jesus. How bless~ 
ed it is to celebrate Christmas with songs of 
praise, joyous greetings and thoughtful remem- 
brances, 

And now we are in the beginning of a New 
Year, and we suddenly realize that our quest of 
Christmas time does not end at a stable in Bethle- 
hem, but has its beginning at the dawn of each 
new year for every successive generation. The 
Quest led us to the King 2000 years ago but still 
religious men everywhere are in quest of His King- 
dom—the beloved community, the good and abun- 
dant life, “peace on earth, goodwill among men.” 

When those words of the herald angels become 
a reality, then our quest will be ended—but it 
is not yet. It awaits a time when sceurity is not 
measured by atomic bombs, jet aircraft, mobile 
armies or international security pacts. It must 
wait until we stop measuring progress in terms of 
mechanical devices, favorable markets, exploitable 
resources, protective tariffs, foreign exchange 
ratios and financial charts. It cannot come so long 
as success is measured by the amount of money 
one can accumulate, or the place one lives, or the 
company one keeps, or one’s position in the social 
register. 

Our quest is for a Kingdom that will encom~- 
pass the world with ties of understanding, love, 
and brotherhood as evidenced in the mutual con- 
cern and the united efforts of all men everywhere 
to produce the good and abundant life—when to 
glorify God and to serve one’s fellowmen becomes 
at once the purpose and power of existence. And 
so we continue our quest in this year of our Lord 
1954. 

And it will lead us into great adventures and 
down new avenues of service. That is, if we can 
put keep our vision clear, our minds determined, 
and our spirits confident. This year again the 
newsprint and the airways will be filled with tales 
of tragedy, uprising, destruction, betrayal and 
murder. And many who seek, but not too diligent- 
ly, will become discouraged, disillusioned; and they 
will cease their quest and call it a useless strug- 
gle. Such people give up in defeat because they 
misplace their efforts and misread their destiny. 
They persist in applying their Christian principles 
to social, economic, and political problems far re- 
moved from their immediate sphere of influence. 
Such is the task of the Church and the great 
prophets of the Kingdom. But for us as individual 
Christians of lesser faith, it is necessary to put 
our religious principles to work within a geo~ 
graphical frame of reference that we can under- 


stand and control—here and now, our own daily 
living, our home, our community, our church. Too 
often we forget that our religion is a very personal 
thing, and affects our world only as it motivates 
our thoughts and actions. If our Christian stan~ 
dards cannot change us—our thoughts, our atti- 
tudes, our actions—then how can we ever expect it 
to change the world? 

After all the world is made up of people, and 
the mistakes, tragedies, and shortcomings of the 
world are but the reflection of the mistakes, trage- 
dies, and shortcomings of people. Again and again 
Jesus asserted this truth that the good and abun~ 
dant life begins in the hearts and souls of people; 
outward conditions may favor it (and that too is 
the task of the fellowship that is the Church) but 
only inward desire can create it. He said: “The 
Kingdom of Heaven is within you”—so our quest 
begins within ourselves. 

And when we are alone with the King, at the 
beginning of another year, it is good to face 
honestly and sincerely .. . how far have we come 
and how far will we go in our Quest of the King- 
dom? Of course we’ll be quick to recount the 
forward steps in our personal religious lives. But 
lets also take time to recall some of the mistakes 
we’ve made along the way—harsh words, hasty 
judgments, haughty selfrighteousness, and unan~ 
swered calls for service. 

This kind of self-analysis and confession is so 
good for us and most necessary to religious health. 
Not that we shall live with our past mistakes, but 
that we might humbly confess our past errors and 
know the release and relief that comes with for- 
giveness, and find new power to continue our 
Quest in the days which are before us. 

In the newness of a life—forgiven and cleansed 
—each amount of every day will bring a challenge 
to advance, to put our faith to work, to prove our 
worthiness, to bear witness to the Way, and to 
serve our brothers everywhere. Our lives will be 
more radiant, our steps more sure, and our fellow- 
ship more full of power. We will know no discour- 
agement and anticipate no defeat for it is written: 
“Fear thou not, for I am with thee; yea, I will 
help thee; yea, I will uphold thee with the right 
hand of my righteousness.” 

What an opportunity is ours to do better in the 
year ahead! To continue our quest with renewed 
purpose and power—to search for the Kingdom 
with the King at our side! 


The old year is gone; the new is before us— 
“And now life calls us to a quest; 

To live, to love, to work, to play; 

To serve, to sacrifice, to pray — 

Life calls, and it shall have our best!”
